REPORT OF THE ALLENSTOWN SCHOOLS. 


The school year opened with the same teachers in charge 
of our schools as the preceding year, but at the close of the 
spring term, much to our regret, all resigned, having secured 
more desirable positions. 

From many applicants we secured Miss Winifred Foss of 
Northfield, Vt., a graduate of the Randolph Normal school, 
and a teacher of considerable experience, for the grammar 
school. She has proved popular with her scholars, and has 
given general satisfaction. 

The teacher of the primary school, Miss Beatrice P. Booth- 
by, of Cornish, Maine, is a graduate of the Gorham State 
Normal school, and Miss Riverine Small, who has had charge 
of the Rural school, is from the same town, and is a graduate 
of the same school. 

The primary school has been rendered exceedingly ‘diffi- 
cult by the large number of boys and girls, who, in conse- 
quence of the enforcement of the law, were sent out of the 
mills to learn to read and write. We have had over seventy 
pupils enrolled on the register of that school, making alto- 
gether too much work to be required of any one teacher, and 
crowding the seating capacity of the room to an uncomforta- 
ble extent, making us feel, for a time, the need of a third 
school room. 

Most of the larger scholars have now obtained certificates 
and returned to work. Miss Boothby has been untiring in 
her labors for the good of the school. 

Miss Small seemed to gain the good will of her pupils at 
once, and we feel sure the year base been well spent.
